Home Merchants 
Concern Attacks 


Validity of Late Act and Would 


Restrain Prosecutors 


Albert Stevens prosecutor of Rush 
county together with the prosecut­ 
ors of four other counties, has been 
made a defendant 
in 
the 
federal 
court in Indianapolis by the Home 
Merchants association, a Kentucky 
firm, which attacks the validity of 
the trading stamp law enacted by the 
last session of the legislature and 
seeks to have it declared unconstitu­ 
tional. 
The Home Merchants Trad­ 
ing association recently established 
itself here and a number of stores 
are giving Home Merchants trading 
stamps. 
Prosecutor Stevens has retained 
Watson, Titsworth & Green to de­ 
fend him. 
The suit was filed by an 
Indianapolis firm of lawyers. 
The 
headquarters of the company arc in 
Louisville, Ky., and the president of 
the concern is James E. Gamble. 


The bill asking that 
the 
United 
States district court 
pass 
on the 
validity of the act requests the court 
to grant ft temporary restraining or­ 
der against the prosecutors, who are 
charged with the enforcement of the 
law, preventing them 
from 
taking 
any steps against the company un­ 
der its provisions. 


Besides Prosecutor 
St evens, 
the 
other defendants arc Alvah J. Ruck­ 
er, prosecutor of 
Marion 
county; 
Lane B. Osborne, Yanderburg county 
Wallace J. 
Cotton, 
Jefferson and 
Switzerland counties and Herbert P. 
Kennedy, Floyd county. 


The law is an act regulating and 
providing for a license fee of $1,000 
a year for the handling of trading 
stamps. 
It specifically 
states the 
firm dealing in trading stamps shall 
pay to the county where its stamps 
are given yway $1,000 a year for 
each and every place or store hand­ 
ling its stamps to procure 
licenses. 
For failure to comply with the law, 
it provides a fine of from $500 to 
$1,000 and imprisonment of not more 
than on© year. 


The injunction suit 
attacks 
the 
validity of the law on the grounds 
that it is discriminatory; 
provides 
for a confiscatory and unreasonable 
license fee; impairs tlie obligation of 
contracts contrary to the Constitu­ 
tion of United States and is invalid 
under the bill of rights of the Consti­ 
tution of Indiana prohibiting general 
assembly from granting to any citi­ 
zen privileges not equally belonging 
to all. 


The company alleges that it has 
a 
long-established 
business 
with 
merchants in the state, who 
have 
bought trading stamps from the com­ 
pany in accordance with their con­ 
tracts. The bill alleges that the com­ 
pany sells trading stamps to more 
than 150 merchants in Marion coun­ 
ty, and that if the law were enforc­ 
ed the company’s business would he 
practically destroyed, and that rnauy 
merchants since the passage of the 
law have decreased their business 
with the trading stamp company. 


Under the federal judicial code a 
court of three judges, consisting of 
two district 
court judges, must sit 
as one tribunal in deciding a case 
against an officer of any state where 
the constitutionality of 
any 
state 
statute is involved.

an itemized statement of all money 
received and expended. 
This is required of political parties 
in all campaigns and 
it 
is 
stated 
that the law holds good 
in 
option 
election^. The “dry” forces, to he on 
the safe side of the law, will proceed 
to file their statement. A. C. Brown, 
the treasurer, it is stated, 
will 
file 
the expense account. 
Under the law 
governing general elections the 
ex- 
>ensc account must he filed within 20 
days after the election. 


The amended second section 
of 
the law is as 
follows: 
“The 
term 
jolitical committee as used in this 
ict shall include every committee or 
combinations of two or more persons 
to aid or promote the success or de- 
cat of any political party or prin­ 
ciple in any election, or of any pro- 
»osition submitted to vote at a pub­ 
ic election, or to aid or take part in 
the 
nomination or election of any 
andidate for public office.” 
From the term “principle or prop­ 
osition” it is pointed out it will apply

election.

aw states that the treasurer of the 
different committees shall 
file 
the 
statement and the penalty provided 
s a heavy one. 
The corrupt prac­ 
tices law as amended was

lere in 1913 and the filing of expense 
statements is a new thing for both 
sides.

Mrs. Gunning Alleges Dr. T. C. Wal- 


termire’s Negligence Was Cause 


For Her Injury. 


Dr. Tell C. Waltermire, of Manilla, 
was made the defendant in two dam­ 
age suits filed in the circuit court to­ 
day by Alma \Y. Gunning and Wil­ 
liam R. Gunning, residents of Shelby 
county. 
Mrs. 
Gunning 
demands 
$5,000 in her .'.nit and Mr. Gunning 
asks for $5,200 in his complaint. 


Mrs. Gunning bases her claim for 
damages on injuries alleged to have 
been received because of the negli­ 
gence of Dr. Waltermire in operating 
his automobile. Mrs. Gunning alleges 
that on December 1, 1914. while she 
was driving along a public highway, 
Dr. Waltermire passed her in his au­ 
tomobile going at an excessive rate 
of speed, it being alleged that when

Mrs. Gunning states in the com­ 
plaint that

machine so close to the horse that

ance reached her. 
Mrs. Gunning al­

Morrison was an election inspec­ 
tor in (' of the sixth ward which is 
in the heart of the red light district. 
Evidence has shown a huge mass of 
padded registration hooks and wit­ 
nesses have testified that Morrison 
worked the lever of the voting m a­ 
chine contrary to law in this pre­ 
cinct. This was Sheriff Dennis Shea’s 
preeinet. 
It was 
concerning 
this 
precinct George Davorn was testify­ 
ing whei* he was jailed by the court 
for perjury. 
Morrison’s action was not expect­ 
ed and came as a blow to the defense 
which has been asserting in final 
arguments to the jury that evidence 
against the defense was insufficient 
At recess the court called Morri­ 
son before him. 
“Morrison, go hack to your home, 
to your wife and 
children,” 
said 
Judge Anderson “I shall 
call 
you 
when 1 need you.” 
The act of Morrison in changing 
his plea was the signal for an out­

FILED BY TRADING STAMP CO 


Home Merchants 
Concern Attacks 


Validity of Late Act and Would 


Restrain Prosecutors 


Albert Stevens prosecutor of Rush 


county together with the prosecut- 
ors of four other counties, has been 
made a defendant 
in 
the 
federal 


court in Indianapolis by the Home 
Merchants association, a Kentucky 
linn, which attacks the validity of 
the trading stamp law enacted by the 
last session of the legislature and 
seeks to have it declared unconstitu- 
tional. The Home Merchants Trad- 
ing association recently established 
itself here and a number of stores 
are giving Home Merchants trading 
stamps. 


Prosecutor Stevens has retained 


Watson, Titsworth & Green to de- 
fend him. The suit was filed by an 
Indianapolis firm of lawyers. 
The 


headquarters of the company are in 
Louisville, Ky., and the president of 
the concern is James E. Gamble. 


The bill asking that 
the United 


States district court 
pass 
on the 


validity of the act requests the court 
to grant a temporary restraining or- 
der against the prosecutors, who are 
charged with the enforcement of the 


law, 
preventing them from 
taking 


any steps against the company un- 
der its provisions. 


Besides Prosecutor Slevens, the 


other defendants are Alvah J. Ruck- 
er, prosecutor of 
Marion 
county; 


Lane B. Osborne, Vanderburg county 
Wallace J. 
Cotton, Jefferson and 


Switzerland counties and Herbert P. 
Kennedy, Floyd county. 


The law is an act regulating and 


providing for a license fee of $1,000 
a year for the handling of trading 
stamps. 
It specifically 
states the 


firm dealing in trading stamps shall 
pay to the county where its stamps 
are given away $1,000 a year for 
each and even- place or store hand- 
ling its stamps to procure 
licenses. 


For failure to comply with the law, 
it provides a fine of from $500 to 
$1,000 and imprisonment of not more 
than one year. 


The injunction suit 
attacks 
the 


validity of the law on the grounds 
that it is discriminatory; 
provides 


for a confiscatory and unreasonable 
license fee; impairs the obligation of 
contracts contrary to the Constitu- 
tion of United States and is invalid 
under the bill of rights of the Consti- 
tution of Indiana prohibiting general 
assembly from granting to any citi- 
zen privileges not equally belonging 
to all. 


The company alleges that it has 


a 
long-established 
business 
with 


merchants in the state, who 
have 


bought trading stamps from the com- 
pany in accordance with their con- 
tracts. The bill alleges that the com- 
pany sells trading stamps to more 
than 150 merchants in Marion coun- 
ty, and that if the law were enforc- 
ed the company's business would be 
practically destroyed, and that many 
merchants since the passage of the 
law have decreased their business 
with the trading stamp company. 


Under the federal judicial code a 


court of three judges, consisting of 
two district court judges, must sit 
as one tribunal in deciding a case 
against an officer of any state where 
the constitutionality of any state 
statute is involved. 


The date for the hearing of the 


prayer for the temporary injunction 
has not been set.

THE MEANING OF THE AREAS 


Circus Can Ship 
in But Can 
Not 


Take Certain Kinds of Animals 


Out of Districts. 


Because there might go some diffi- 


culty experienced in transporting a 
circus from what is termed a "re- 
stricted" area to another "restrict- 
ed" area through a closed, exposed 
or modified area, Kushville may go 
circusless this year. 


That is all like so much Greek un- 


less persons happen to be a familiar 
with those terms in connection with 
the restrictions 
which 
the 
United 


States department of agriculture has 
thrown about the epidemic 
of 
the 


foot and mouth disease among the 
live stock. 


Earlier in the week Washington 


dispatches were sent out 
declarim: 


that all circuses would likely be held 
up wherever they should chance to 
be when the order 
concerning 
the 


epidemic reached 
them, 
but there 


seems to have some misunderstand- 
ing about it and the bureau of ani- 
mal industry of the department has 
just issued the following statement 
explaining the effect of the order on 
the movement of circuses. 


"In the closed area all shipments 


in and out are prohibited. In the ex- 
posed and modified areas, stock can 
be shipped in, but it can 
only 
be 


shipped out for immediate slaughter, 
as far as circuses are concerned, the 
restricted area is open to them, but 
for practical purposes, ihe three oth- 
er areas are shut. 


'•The circus could, of course, get 


into the modified and exposed areas, 
but it could not take 
out 
certain 


kinds of animals."
